In response to part 1 of your March 9, 2017 Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request, we were 
unable to identify any records responsive to that portion of the request. In response to part 4 of your 
request, the FBI located 4 pages of responsive materia! {1 document). These four pages have been 
reviewed pursuant to Title 5, U.S. Code § 552 and this material is being released to you in its entirety with 
no excisions being made by the FBI As to parts 2 and 3 of the request, the FBI continues to search its 
records for responsive information. 

it is unnecessary to adjudicate your request for a fee waiver, as there are no assessed fees; 
therefore, Ibis material is being provided to you at no charge. 

For your information. Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement and national 
security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S C, § 552(c) (2006 & Supp IV (2010). This 
response is limited to those records that are subject to the requirements of the FOfA. This is a standard 
notification that is given to all our requesters and should not be taken as an indication that excluded records 
do, or do not, exist.
